Between Hudson, W’i*., and Still¬ 
water. Minn., a few years ugo a tree 
wa* still standing upon the hanks of 
the St. Croix river, which wa* the 
boundary line between the hunting 
ground* of the quiet Chippewa, aud 
the more bloody Sioux.

Fanners who have given hut little 
attention to tin* study of the law. wilj 
he interested and benefited py the fol¬ 
lowing extract* from an address given 
by Simeon K. Baldwin. law professor 
at Yule College, at the annual meeting 
of tile Mate Board of Agriculture.— 
He «nid: 

It is a common mistake to suppose 
that towns own the soil of our roads.— 
They simply have the right of way, 
and the power to remove earth to or 
from anv part of the road for the pur¬ 
pose of repair* and improvements: 
but the title to the soil and all that 
grows thereon remain* with the adjoin¬ 
ing proprietors. Deeds hounding land 
on a highway give title to the centre of 
the road.* A land owner, owning both 
side* of the road, owns the road, and 
if the road la* discontinued itnniniedi- 
ately regains the use of the soil. An 
individual has no right to move soil on 
a highw ay except hv order of the select* 
men or town agents. Hoad making wa- 
not originally invested in towns. The 
town ha* a right to cut and remove 
tree* shade or otherwise, growing along 
the highway, for the purpose of use in 
the repair of the road. The town has 
a right to grade the road where and to 
what extent it pleases. A case was cited 
where the town cut down a hill in front 
of a mail's premises so steep that the 
owner had to put up a stairway to reach 
his house. An individual wilfully or 
I negligently leaving an obstruction in 
the highway, and any damage rising 
therefrom, I* liable for tin* damage. If 
a man habitually keeps his chopping 
block and axe in the road, and a travel¬ 
ler cuts his foot by the axe, the owner 
of the axe is liable. Tow ns are lioldcti 
for damages arising from an accidental 
obstruction if not removed or repaired 
within a reasonable time. 

Twenty years' possession of land by 
any individual, usually give* him title: 
hut this does not hold trite of land iu 
the highway, iticlostire and possession 
must he continuous in this case for a 
much longer period in order to give ti¬ 
tle. The reason is individuals do not 
look out for public interests so closely 
as for their own, and therefore the law 
makes thi* allowance for public proper¬ 
ty. Twenty years* of uudi-puted u**c 
of a private way across your neighbor's 
laud to get to your own, give** you a 
right to the use of such way. You 
need cros** Inn two or three times jn a 
year to gain the right. When an indi¬ 
vidual bin s land bounded on a!! sides by 
the land of others, tin law gives him 
what i* called a “iiccc^ary right of 
way." to get to his own land. When i 
kind is -old. rights of \va\. if there l>< 
any, should be expre.-slv tin titioned iu 
tilt* deed. 

It i* estimated that tin* value of fen¬ 
ce** upon the average New England 
farm is equal to one-fourth of its value. 

A farmer i- liable for damages arising 
from the unsafe and dangerous condi¬ 
tion of his fences or gates along the 
roadside. V farmer's shackling gate, 
shaken by a child, fell and broke the 
chid*s leg. A suit fordainagus followed, 
and the owner of the gate was obliged 
to pay. A man lias no right to remove 
his fence and leave a ditch ordangcrou* 
hole for travelers totCimhle intoal night. 
The conditions of a fence arc expressed 
by statute. An ordinary fence is the 
common fence of the country, and !- 
such as will restrain ordinary cattle. 
I'muly animals, such as cannot he re¬ 
trained by an ordinary fence, breaking 
iu and de-troving crops, the owner is li¬ 
able fo* their damage. The line of 
boundary in a board fence i< between 
tin* boards and post: in a rail fence iu 
the ci litre of the post; in a stone wall, 
if more than three feet in width at the 
base, the extra width must be « n the 
soil of tin* man building the fence. 
Bounds upon a brook take the center of 
tin* .stream, upon an artificial pond the 
line goes in the middle, or over the bed 
of the old stream. 

The title of land goes downward to 
the centre of the earth and upward 
to the heavens. If your title is good, 
you own the soil and everything beneath 
it ornboveit. Your neighbor may build ; 

up to your division line, but if the eaves I 
of his house overhang your land so that j 
the water drips upon it. you may saw 
them off, if you choose. But if you al¬ 
low it to go on without remonstrance 
for fifteen years, he acquires a right to j 
discharge his roof water upon your land I 
forever. You may not dig upon your j 
own land sn near your neighbor’s a- to j 
endanger it* foundation-, unless you | 
wall up or otherwise make safe, in which ! 
case you may dig square up. The whole i 
of it tree and its fruit belong to the per¬ 
son In whose soil are the roots. If the 
branches of your neighbor's tree over- 
bang vmir land, you tuny cut them off. 
but you cannot use them for fuel or take 
the fruit if tiny fall* on your land. 

In describing a line if a deed say due 
east from a certain point iflU rods to a 
stake and stone, and a subsequent meas¬ 
urement makes the distance but lUO rods, 
still the -take and -none remain the bound 
the principle being that measurements 
may err. but known and fixed monu¬ 
ment- remain the same and an* to be con¬ 
sidered a- authority. 

If a man digs a wall upon hi- own 
land and thu- drains the water away 
front his neighbor's well lying at a 
higher level, the latter has no redress, 
a* die law docs not take cognizance of 
underground watercourses, and a man j 
has a right to dig where he will uud as i 
deep as he phase-* upon hi-own -oil. j
